Election 

The Examiner has required restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to one of the following 
groups of claims: 

Group I: Qaims 43-56 drawn to a power source configured for being 
mounted to a fluorescent light. 

Groiq>n: Claims 1-42 drawn to a wireless network component 
configured for being mounted to a fluorescent light.
